from being captured by the ChiCoan and because of this, TSUJI became very 
close to him. For s period TO KO KETStJ resided in Hongkong, and during 
this tine he was ia dire financial straits And it was said that TSUJI fre- 
quently sent him fi— ncial assistance* Within fee past two years TO KO KJBTSU 
left for ChiCom and there 3 it waa learned recently he had co— it ted suicide. 

Q explained that when TO KO KBTSU went to ChiCom this — y have bad 

something to do with tSUJZ going there. TO KO KETSU waa either confined by 
house arrest or actimllv <mnr4*ooed, and because of histreat—at had decided 
to take bis own life.

see TO KO KETSU, be would have net the same fate; that la, hs imprisoned 
by the ChiComs. * 
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
